between two different subsets of nanocrystals wherein one of the optical interactions 
comprises the interaction of an emissions property of a first nanocrystal subset with an 
emissions property of a second nanocrystal subset. The claims have utility and are

enabled as a process for encoding a nanocrystal spectral code. The claims are 
statutory and definite.
